DENIES HEDLEY MADE LOVE. 


| Miss Brown Says Richards Threat- 


ened Several Times to Take 
Hedley’s Life. 


Carlinville, II., March 2.—[{Speetal.}— 
Things livened in the Hedley-Richards case 
today. The defense had completed their 
testimony practically the previous evening 
with the exception of Ella Brown and Editor 
Hedley. 

Miss Brown went on the stand and told 
a good, straight story and was not worried 
by the State’s attorneys. She disputed the 
testimony given by Miss Lizzie Kinyon, 
saying: Hedley never kissed me and 
never had Ris arms around my waist.” She 
was a typewriter in Richards’ office, 
had done writing for Hedley and others, 
quit the Congregational Church because 
the pastor was reported to have talked 
against her, and knew that Richards had 
two revolvers. He picked up one revolver 
in the office one time, she testified, and sald 
that Hedley was the cause of all the trouble 
between them and he would kil] him with it. 
He made the same remark several times. 

. Richards proposed to me almost every 
week for several months,” she continued, 
“and when I refused to marry him he was 
angry and accused Hedley of being in the 
way. Richards took me out every evening 
and wanted to be affectionate, and when I 
refused he threatened Hedley’s life. 
Richards told me that he would blast my 
character so that I could not marry any one 
if I did not marry him.“ 

Captain Hedley testified as follows: 

“I knew John R. Richards. We had been 
friends. He wanted me to go into a com- 
pany to light the town. I refused and that 
displeased him. He ceased his visits to 
me. Threats made were often communi- 
cated to me.

Ella Brown alone he would kill me, and 
Richards had said, ‘and if Brown does 
not I will.’

MATCH TRUST BUYS UP A RIVAL. 


Diamond Company Absorbs the Na- 
tional Safety, a Small Concern 
of Evergreen Park. 


Negotiations which have been pending for. 


several weeks looking to the absorption of 
the plant of the National Safety Match 
company at Evergreen Park by the Diamond 
Match company of Detroit were completed 
yesterday, ‘and the property will soon be 
turned over to the trust. The National 
company is a small concern, having a capital 
stock of $50,000 and employing an average 
of seventy-five men. The company has no 
bonded debt, and the entire capital stock 
is held by less than half a dozen interests, 
the bulk of it being owned in this city. 
Henry A. Ayer is President and F. H. 
Wachsmith secretary. Mr. Ayer says there 
has been no difficulty in disposing of the 
output of the factory and that so far as 
he knows the closing of the factory is not 
contemplated. The National company was 
established about ten years ago. It is the 


principal industry in Evergreen Park.

Canadian Pacific Discussed in 
the Senate. 


TARIFF WAR PREDICTED. 


How Present Conditions Affect 
American Roads. 


FARMERS VS. STOCKHOLDERS. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—When the 
Alaska homestead and railway right of way 
bill was laid before the Senate today Mr. 
Carter [Mont.], who reported the bill, said 
that for two days the Senate had been called 
upon to listen to a most remarkable attack 
upon a committee of Senators in a speech 
making serious charges against individual 
Senators. 

Mr. Rawlins disclaimed all intention of 
casting aspersions upon any Senator. 

Mr. Allen [Neb.] requested Mr. Carter to 
give the Senate a synopsis of Mr. Rawlins’ 
remarks. Mr. Rawlins rose to give the 
synopsis himself, but Mr. Carter declined 
to yield. 

“When the plutocrat and the Populist 
come together,“ exclaimed Mr. Rawlins bit- 


terly, it is time for the Senate to beware.“ 


Mr. Carter, without reference to Mr. Raw- 
lins’ remarks, said that it seemed that the 
land grant company of Canada and Mr. 
Rawlins were practically the only ones who 
now declared this legislation was not neces- 
sary. He maintained that there never was 
a more crying demand for legislation than 
now existed for the great domain of Alaska. 
Mr. Carter pointed out that the pending bill 
absolutely prevented speculation in rights 
of way of railways through Alaska. 


Senator Elkins’ Speech. 


Mr. Elkins, who had been awaiting during 
the greater part of the afternoon an op- 
portunity to address the Senate, said in be- 
ginning his remarks that he was glad to 
see that an effort was being made to exact 
something from Canada in view of all that 
the Dominion government and its corpora- 
tions received from the United States. That 
part of section 13 of the pending bill to which 
Mr. Elkins particularly referred and upon 
which his remarks were principally based 
provides that— y 

The privilege of entering goods under bond or 
of placing them in bonded warehouses at the 
port of Wrangel, in the District of Alaska, and 
of withdrawing the same for exportation to any 
place in British Columbia or the Northwest Ter- 
ritory without payment of duty is hereby granted 
to the government of the Dominion of Canada 
and its citizens, when, upon proclamation by the 
President of the United States, it shall appear 
that no exclusive privilege of transporting through 
British Columbia or the Northwest Territory goods 
or passengers arriving from or destined for other 
ports in Alaska — a 2 de granted to any 
person or corporation e vernment 
Dominion of Canada. 

For long years,” said Mr. Elkins,. “ Can- 
ada had taken business from our country 
and despoiled the business of our railroads 
and all this without any proper return.“ 

As a remedy for the existing evils Mr. El- 
kins said that he would first abolish the 
bonding privileges and consular seals at 
Vancouver. The effect of this would be to 


divert trade from the Orient to San Fran-, 


cisco. Secondly, he would compel obedience 
to interstate commerce statutes by all lines 
connecting with the Canadian Pacific. 
Thirdly, he would enforce section 22 of 
the present tariff law in accordanee with 
its meaning and as it reads. He advocated 
abolishing the bonding privileges west of the 
100th meridian. By making this qualifica- 
tion there would be no interference with the 
trade of New England, he said. : 
Section 22. 

“Tf we had enforced section 22 just as it 
stands on the statute books we would have 
had Canada today at our feet suing for terms 
to save Canadian Pacific interests in our 
country, instead of suggesting what policy 
should govern us touching Canadian matters 
and asking for a reduction of tariff rates as 
a condition precedent to the stopping of 
killing seals. Canada has not only destroyed 


our seals, worth $1,000,000 per annum, but 


continues through the Canadian Pacific ag- 


gression to take away from our roads $50,- 


000,000 per year of legitmate business. 


Mr. Elkins said that we were on the 


threshold of a commercial war among na- 
tions for extension of commerce. The con- 
flict is inevitable. It seems now,” said he, 
“as if the United States would have to meet 
this war single-handed, asking no favors 
and expecting none. While we do not court 
such a conflict, we need not shrink from it. 
The conditions as to our shipping and our 
commercial! relations with Canada cannot be 
made worse. Any change will make them 
better. In order to meet this war the United 
States should restore its shipping and stop 
the aggressions of the Canadian Pacific.“ 

Concerning the incorporation of section 22 
into the present tariff law, Mr. Elkins said 
that he had been widely given credit for that 
section. He said, however, that wiser men 
than he had placed that excellent section in 
the bill. 

„% did not,“ said Mr. Elkins, “ have the 
honor of drafting that section or of placing 
itin the bill. Its author stands for American 
interests, and I stand for him.“ 

“Tf,” inquired Mr. Platt (Conn.), “ the 
Canadian Pacific were subject to the long 
and short haul clause of the interstate com- 
merce law, would it be able to take away the 
business of our railroads?” 

“It would not,” replied Mr. Elkins. “ The 
Senator has struck the point of this entire 
matter. While our railroads are hampered 
by that law, the Canadian Pacific is free 
from its restrictions.“ 


Farmers of the Northwest. 


Mr. Nelson [Minn.] made a sharp protest 
against Mr. Elkins’ proposition, on the 
ground that it was aimed at the interests of 
the farmers of the Northwest. We have, 
he said, other Interests than those of the 
railroad trunk lines. At the farther end of 
Lake Superior there is located a great em- 
pire of 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 farmers, and the 
interests of those farmers are of far higher 
consideration than are the interests of the 
railroads, however important they may be 


to their owners. Continuing, he said that 


the Canadian Pacific road had brought to 
these farmers a reduction amounting to an 
average of 10 cents a bushel on the trans- 
portation of their products to the Atlantic 
seaboard. Why, he asked, should this ad- 
vantage be destroyed in the interest of a few 
stockholders and bondholders in these rail- 
roads, most of whom resided abroad? The 
question as it presented itself to him was 
whether these railroads should be made to 
pay large dividends to their foreign owners 
or whether we should afford adequate pro- 
tection to these farmers of the Northwest. 
It was the duty of Congress, he contended,

to look after the interests of this vast com- 
munity and the interests of the people of 
New England rather than the intérests of 
the coupon clipping foreigners who hold the 
stocks and bonds of the trunk lines. He as- 
serted that Mr. Elkins’ proposition was a 
blow at the American farmer, and an effort 
to get him into the caldron of the railroad 
and there to roast and singe him ut 
rey. | 

r. Chilton said that Mr. Elkins was pro- 
ceeding on a misconception. Recent Su- 
preme Court decisions made it possible for 
the American roads to reduce their through 
rates so as to compete with this line without 
regard to the long and short haul clause,

Washington, D. C., March 2.—The House 
Committee on the Territories refused today 
to report the bill repealing the act of the 
New Mexico Legislature compelling ogtside 
insurance companies operating within the 
Territory to make deposits with the Territo- 
rial govermment as a guarantee. The com- 
mittee was not satisfied that it was good 
legislation but in view of its enactment by a 
body representing the people it conclu ed to 
let it stand and the bill doing away with this 


requirement was accordingly laid on the 
table.

spent another day in debate upon the Loud 
bill relating to second-class mail matter.

TALKS OF ALCOBOL, 


Dr. Quine Describes Its Effect 
on the Human Body. 


DRINK CLOGS THE BRAIN. 


Plain Words for Young Men's 
Club of St. Mark's Church. 


RELATION OF GROG TO CRIME 


Dr. W. E. Quine lectured last night at St. 
Mark’s Reformed Episcopal Church, North 
Washtenaw avenue, near Fullerton avenue, 
under the auspices of the Young Men's club, 
on The Effects of Alcohol on the Human 
Body.“ 

Dr. Quine enumerated the modes of alco- 
holic action upon the system. He said it re- 
tarded the speed of thought, and illustrated 
this by describing a critical moment in a 
game of baseball, in which the players need 
to use discrimination and décision. The 
presence of alcohol in their system would 
cause an appreciable interval, he said, in 
the time a ball touched the hands of a center- 
fielder and the second it left them. 

“A peculiar thing about alcohol,” said Dr. 
Quine, is that while it lessens the speed of 
the brain in thought, a person under the 
influence of liquor invariably has the oppo- 
site impression.He has every conception of 
himself magnified. He is easy to offend; he 
thinks himself an important person.” 

Dr. Quine ke of the use of alcohol upon 
soldiers to nevre them to a fatal charge 

When a Commanding officer sends soldiers 
upon a charge from which he knows not 
many will return he sometimes gives them 
alcohol, and they will attempt to do things 
from which in their ordinary mental power 
they will recoil in horror or terror,“ Dr. 
Quine said. ‘ 

“You notice that the highest powers are 
the first to be affected by alcohol,“ con- 
tinued the doctor. You know too well how 
alcohol harms the intellect, destroys the 
mental power. The first to succumb to its 
influence are reason, the moral sense, and 
the will. A person under the influence of 
liquor can be induced to do acts from which 
he would shrink were he in possession of his 
ordinary powers. 


Passions and Emotions Released. 


When reason and the will are paralyzed 
the passions and the emotions are released. 
For it is an important part of the function 
of reason and will to restrain unwholesome 
passion and emotion. Hence, when the 
higher attributes are paralyzed those sub- 
ject to them come into unhindered play. 


Do you know that the courts of justice 


are filled every day with men who plead in 
extenuation of some brutal crime, ‘I did 
not know what I was doing?’ A man is not 
responsible for what he does when drunk, 
but he is responsible for being drunk. If 
such men could prove that they did not 
drink, that they did not lift glasses of 
whisky to their mouths, then juries might 
acquit them. 

Contemplate the individual lying before 
you who is under the influence of alcohol. 
He can be mutilated by a surgeon's knife or 
crushed by a train without the slightest 
feeling of pain. While alcohol is producing 
this effect. upon the mind it is also affecting 
other organs of the nervous system. The 
victim staggers, he becomes thick of speech. 


Drunkard Freezes the Easier. 

* Contrary to general belief, a person 
under the influence of alcohol will freeze to 
death sooner than another. He flushes his 
skin by drinking whisky, keeping the skin 
warm at the expense of the interior of the 
body. Actic explorers and Captains of big 
ships wrecked, when brave work is needed, 
do not feed their men whisky—not a drop. 

Alcohol lesses men's bodily strength. 
It makes them inefficient, not more efficient. 
Tests of soldiers have been made which 
prove this. Bodies of 1,000 men have been 
experimented upon in long marches. 

“As a cause of disease and degeneracy 
we may consider alcohol lastly. Many dis- 
eases may be traced to it. I would cer- 
tainly rather be hanged when innocent of 
any crime than die such a death of torture 
as delirium tremens may bring. Children 
begotten of drinking parents are influenced 
more or less through numbers of generations 
by liquor.“

This record of a horse- 
back ride from Boston to San Francisco in 
1876 consists almost entirely of rambling 
historical sketches of the towns he passed 
through. All but the last sixty pages of his 
book are filled with chronicling the towns 
as fer west as Omaha, and the rest of the 
book skims hurriedly over the final half of 
his journey—the only part in which there 
could have been anything interesting to 
write about. The only incident of adventure 
ls capture by some Arapahoe raiders and 
his escape—is passed over so rapidly that 
one more than suspects it of being a bit 
of fiction. At any rate the way in which 
Captain Glazier’s book is thrown together is 
- excellent proof that he does not know good 
literary stuff from a table of logarithms.

The process 1s 
that in which the leather is frozen while it 
is being ‘carved. Gruel will be remembered 
for his fine exhibition at the World's Fair. 
Some of the other French binders bere rep- 
resented are Samblancx-Weckesser, Lortic, 
David, and Chambolle-Duru. 

There are some American bindings, among 
which the chief place is given to the work 

of Stikeman, the successor of Matthews. A 
Grolier club edition of Milt@n’s “ Areo- 
pegitica,” bound by R. W. Smith, is an- 
other of the best pieces of American work.
